Pray,  Doc¬ 
tor,  will  Gin  be  cheaper,  or  dearer? 

D odder.  Cheaper,  cheaper,  or  at  lead  as  cheap,  my 
Dear  :  You  may  thank  Goody  Sand/by  for  that.- — But 
without  Jeft  ; — ' The  Public  Spirit  I  meant  was,  what 
we  in  the  City  call  a  Love  for  our  Country,  without 
any  private  View  j  They  talk  of  the  fame  I  hing  at 
IVeJlminJler.  It  is  this  Public  Spirit ,  which  brings  me 
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here  among  ye  :  Tt  is  the  Good  of  my  Country,  which 
engages  me  to  enter  into  its  Publick  Service.  I  come 
not  to  impofe  upon  ye  ;  for  they,  who  impofe  on  the 
People,  whether  it  be  in  Phyfic  or  Politics,  are  equally 
Quacks,  Some  Fools  have  indeed  call’d  me  a  Quack  :

All  I  (hall 
fay  for  myfelf  on  this  Score,  is  this  ;  If  I  appear  to  any 
one  like  a  Counterfeit ,  even  for  the  Sake  of  that ,  chiefly , 
ought  I  to  be  conflrued  a  true  Man ,  who  is  the  Counter¬ 
feits  Example,  his  Original,  and  that,  which  he  em¬ 
ploys  his  Induftry  and  Pains  to  imitate  and  copy.  It 
is,  therefore,  my  Fault,  if  the  Cheat,  by  his  Wits  and 
Endeavours,  makes  himfelf  fo  like  me,  that  confequent- 
jy  I  cannot  avoid  refembling  him  ?  Confider,  pray,  the 
Valiant,  and  the  Coward  ;  the  wealthy  Merchant,  and 
the  Bankrupt,  the  Politician  and  the  Fool,  they  are 
the  fame  in  many  Things,  and  differ  but  in  one  alone: 
The  valiant  Man  holds  up  his  Head,  looks  confflently 
round  about  him,  wears  a  Sword,  courts  a  Lord’s  Wife, 
and  owns  it  \  fo  does  the  Coward  :  One  only  Point  of 
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Honour  excepted,  and  that’s  Courage,  which  (life 
falfe  Metal,  one  only  Trial  can  difcover)  makes  the 
DiftinCtion. 

The  Bankrupt  walks  the  Exchange ,  buys  Bargains, 
draws  Bills,  and  accepts  them  with  the  Richeft,  whilft 
Paper  and  Credit  are  current  Coin  :  That  which  makes 
the  Difference  is  real  Cafh ;  a  great  DefeCf,  indeed  ! 
and  yet  but  one ,  and  that  the  laft  found  out,  and  Hill, 
till  then,  the  leaft  perceived. 

Now  for  the  Politician  :  He  is  a  grave,  deliberating, 
clofe,  prying  Man  :  Pray,  are  there  not  grave,  belibe- 
rating,  clofe,  prying  Fools? 

If  then,  the  Difference  betwixt  all  thefe  (though  in¬ 
finite  in  Effect )  be  fo  nice  in  all  Appearance,  will  you 
expeCt  it  ihould  be  otherwife  betwixt  the  falfe  Phyft- 
cian,  Aftrologer,  &c .  and  the  true  ?  The  firft  calls 
himfelf  learned  Doctor,  fends  forth  his  Bills,  gives 
Phyfick  and  Counfel,  tells  and  foretells ;  the  other  is 
bound  to  do  juft  as  much  :  ’Tis  only  your  Experience 
muft  diftinguifh  betwixt  them;  to  which  I  willingly 
fubmit  myfelf.  I’ll  only  fay  fomething  of  the  Honour 
of  the  Mountebank,  in  cafe  you  difcover  me  to  be  one. 

Reflect  a  little,  what  kind  of  Creature  it  is :  He  is 
one,  then,  who  is  fain  to  fupport  fome  higher  Ability 
than  he  pretends  to  by  Craft :  He  draws  great  Com¬ 
panies  to  him  by  undertaking  great  Things,  which 
can  never  be  effected.  The  Politician  (by  his  Exam¬ 
ple  no  doubt )  finding  how  the  People  are  taken  with 
fpecious  miraculous  Impoflibilities,  plays  the  fame 
Game,  protefts,  declares,  promifes,  I  know  not  what. 
Things,  which  he  is  fure  can  never  be  brought  about : 
The  People  believe,  are  deluded,  and  pleafed  ;  the  Ex¬ 
pectation  of  a  future  Good,  which  fhall  neyer  befal 
them,  draws  their  Eyes  off  from  a  prefent  Evil.  Thus 
are  they  kept  and  eftablifhed  in  SubjeCtion.  Peace  an i 
Obedience;  he  in  Greatnefs,  Wealth,  and  Power.  So 
you  fee  the  Politician  is,  and  muft  be,  a  Mountebank , 
in  State  Affairs ;  and  the  Mountebank ,  no  doubt,  if  he 
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thrives,  is  an  errant  Politician  in  Phyfick.  But  that  I 
may  not  prove  too  tedious,  I  will  proceed  faithfully  to 
inform  you,  what  are  the  Things  in  which  I  pretend 
chiefly,  at  this  Time,  to  ferve  my  Country. 

Firjl,  I  will  (by  the  Leave  of  God)  perfectly  cure 
that  Labes*  Britannica ,  or  Grand  Englijb  Difeafe ,  the 
Scurvy  ;  and  that  with  fuch  Eafe  to  my  Patient,  that 
he  fhall  not  be  fenfible  of  the  leaft  Inconveniency, 
whilft  I  fteal  his  Diftemper  from  him.  I  know  there 
ate  many,  who  treat  this  Difeafe  with  Mercury ,  Anti¬ 
mony,  Spirits ,  and  Salts,  being  dangerous  Remedies,  in 
which  I  fhall  meddle  very  little,  and  with  great  Cau¬ 
tion  ;  but  by  more  fecure,  gentle,  and  lefs  fallible  Me¬ 
dicines,  together  with  the  Obfervation  of  fome  few 
Rules  in  Diet,  perfectly  cure  the  Patient ,  having  freed 
him  from  all  the  Symptoms,  as  Loofenefsof  the  Teeth, 
Scorbutick  Spots,  Want  of  Appetite,  Pains  and  Lafli- 
tude  in  the  Limbs  and  Joints,  efpecially  the  Legs.  And 
to  lay  true,  there  are  few  Diftempers  in  this  Nation, 
that  are  not,  or  at  leaft  proceed  not  originally  from  the 
Scurvy  ;  which  were  it  well  rooted  out,  fas  I  make  no 
Queftion  to  do  it  from  all  thofe  who  jftiall  come  into 
my  Hands)  there  would  not  be  heard  of  fo  many  Gouts, 
Aches,  Dropfles,  and  Confumptions  ;  nay,  even  thofe 
thick  and  flimy  Humours,  which  generate  Stones  in  the 
Kidneys  and  Bladder,  are  for  the  moft  Part  Off  fprings 
of  the  Scurvy.  It  would  prove  tedious  to  fet  down  all 
its  malignant  Race ;  but  thofe  who  addrefs  themfeives 
here,  (hall  be  ftiil  inform’d  by  me  of  the  Nature  of 
their  Diftempers,  and  the  Grounds  I  proceed  upon  to 
their  Cure  :  So  will  all  reafonable  People  be  fatisfy’d, 
that  I  treat  them  with  Care,  Honefty  and  Underftand- 
ing  ;  for  I  am  not  of  their  Opinion,  who  endeavour  to 
render  their  Vocations  rather  myfterious,  than  ufeful 
and  fatisfadtory. 

1  will  not  here  make  a  Catalogue  of  Difeafes  and 
Diftempers  ;  it  behoves  a  Phyfician ,  I  am  fure,  to  un¬ 
derhand  them  all  j  but,  if  any  one  come  to  me  fas  I 
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think  there  are  few  that  have  efcaped  my  Prattlce)  I 
{hall  not  be  afhamed  to  own  to  my  Patient  where  I 
find  mylelf  to  leek  ;  and,  at  lead:,  he  {hall  be  fecure  ! 
with  me  from  having  Experiments  try’d  upon  him  ;  a  | 
Privilege  he  can  never  hope  to  enjoy  either  in  the 
Hands  of  the  grand  Doaors  of  the  Court  and  Town, 
or  in  thofe  of  the  leiler  Quacks  and  Mountebanks. 

It  is  thought  fit,  that  1  allure  you  of  great  Secrecy, 
as  well  as  Care  in  Difeafes,  where  it  is  requilite,  whe¬ 
ther  Venereal,  or  other;  as  Ibme  peculiar. to  Women,:,; 
the  Green-ficknefs,  Weaknefs,  Inflammations,  or  Ob-j 
Aru&ions  in  the  Stomach,  Reins,  Liver,  Spleen,  &c.  - 
for  I  would  put  no  Word  in  my  Bill,  that  beais  any 
unclean  Sound  ;  it  is  enough  that  I  make  my  fell  under— ^ 
flood  :  I  have  feen  Phyficians  Bills,  as  bawdy  as  Aretinf  s 
Dialogues,  which  no  Man  that  walks  wearily  before 
God  can  approve  of ;  but  I  cure  all  Suffocations  in  thole 
Parts,  producing  Fits  of  the  Mother,  Convulfions,  noc¬ 
turnal  Inquietudes,  and  other  ftrange  Accidents,  not 
fit  to  be  fet  down  here  ;  perfuading  young  Women  very 
often,  that  their  Hearts  are  like  to  break  for  Love, 
when,  God  knows,  theDiftemper  lies  far  enough  from 

that  Place. 

I  have  likewife  got  the  Knowledge  of  a  great  oecrei 
to  cure  Barrennefs,  (proceeding  from  any  accidental^ 
Caufe,  as  it  often  falls  out,  and  no  natural  Defed  ;  foj 
Feature  is  eafily  aflifted,  difficultly  reftor  d,  but  impofl 
fible  to  be  made  more  perfect  by  Man,  than  God  him:; 
felf  had  firft  created  and  bellow’d  it)  which  I  hav 
made  ufe  of  for  many  Years  with  great  Succefs,  efpe 
ci'ally  this  laft  Year,  wherein  I  have  cur’d  one  Woman 
that  had  been  married  twenty  Years,  and  another  Wo 
man,  that  had  been  married  one  and  twenty  Years 
and  two  Women,  that  had  been  three  Times  married 
as  I  can  make  appear  by  the  Tefti monies  of  feven| 
Perfons  of  London  and  iVeJiminfter^  and  other  .Place 
thereabouts.  The  Medicines  I  ufecleanfe  and  ftrengthe

My  ufual 
Contrail  is,  to  receive  one  Half  of  what  is  agreed  upon, 
when  the  Party  {hall  be  quick  with  Child,  the  other 
Half,  when  {he  is  brought  to  Bed. 

Cures  of  this  Kind  I  have  done  fignal,  and  many  ; 
for  the  which,  I  doubt  not*  but  I  have'  the  good 
Wifhes  and  hearty  Prayers  of  many  Families,  who  had 
elfe  pin’d  oyt  their  Days  under  the  deplorable  and  re¬ 
proachful  Misfortunes  of  barren  Wombs,  leaving  plen¬ 
tiful  Eftates  and  Pofleflions  to  be  inherited  by  Strangers. 

As  to  Aftrological  Predictions,  Phyfiognomy,  Divi¬ 
nation  by  Dreams,  and  otherwife,  (Palmiftry  1  have 
no  Faith  in,  becaufe  there  can  be  no  Reafon  alledg’d 
for  it)  my  own  Experience  has  convinc’d  me  more  of 
their  confiderable  Effects,  and  marvellous  Operations, 
:hiefly  in  the  Directions  of  future  Proceedings,  and  to 
:he  avoiding  of  Dangers  that  threaten,  and  laying  Hold

ind  wife  Writings  extant  of  thofe  Matters;  for  I 
night  fay  this  of  myfelf,  (did  it  not  look  like  Oftenta- 
ion)  that  I  have  very  feldom  fail’d  in  my  Predictions, 
nd  often  been  very  ferviceable  in  my  Advice.

Marks  of  the  Small-pox,  or  any  other  accidental  ones, 

fo  the  Face  be  not  feam’d  or  fear’d. 

I  will  alfo  cleanfe  and  preferve  your  Teeth  white, 
and  round  as  Pearls,  fattening  them  that  are  loole 
Your  Gums  {hall  be  kept  entire,  as  red  as  Coral ;  your 
Lips  of  the  fame  Colour,  and  foft  as  you  could  wiihj 
your  lawful  Kifles. 

I  will  likewife  adminitter  that  which  {hall  cure  the| 
worft  of  Breaths,  provided  the  Lungs  be  not  total!) 
perifhed  and  impofthumated  ;  as  alfo  certain  and  in  fal  l 
lible  Remedies  for  thofe  whofe  Breaths  are  yet  untaint 
ed  j  fo  that  nothing  but  either  a  very  long  Sicknefs,  o 
Old  Age  itfelf,  {hall  ever  be  able  to  fpoil  them. 

I  will  be  hides  (if  it  be  defir’d)  take  away  from  thei 
Fatnefs,  who  have  overmuch,  and  add  Fletti  to  thol 
that  want  it,  without  the  leaft  Detriment  to  their  Cor 
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Now,  fhould  Galen  h.rmelf  look  out  of  his  Grave, 

and  tell  me  thefe  were  Baubles  below  ihe  Proleffion 
of  a  Phyficlan,  I  would  boldly  anfwer  him,  that  1  take 
mon  Glory  in  preferving  God’s  Image,  in  its  unble- 
n  '  ’d  Beauty  upon  one  good  Face,  than  I  fhould  do 
in  p <  cuing  up  all  the  decay’d  Carcafles  in  the  World. 

They  that  will  do  me  the  Favour  to  come  lo  me, 
(hall  be  lure,  from  T  hree  of  the  Clock  in  the  After- 
norm,  til)  Eight  at  Night,  at  my  Lodging  in  Tower 
Street ,  n  Door  to  the  Sign  of  the  Black  Swan}  at  a 
Goldfmith’s  Houfe,  to  find

WH  O,  by  the  Bluffing  of  M fculapius  on  his  great 
Pains,  Travels,  and  nocturnal  Lucubrations, 
ha^  attain’d  to  a  greater  Share  of  Knowledge,  than  any 
Perfon  before  him  was  ever  known  to  do. 

Imprimis ,  Gentlemen,  i  prefent  you  with  my  Uni- 
Verla!  Solutive,  or  Cathartick  Elixir ,  which  corrects 
bll  Cacochymick  and  Cachexical  Difeafes  of  the  Inteftines, 
cures  all  internal  and  external  Difeafes,  all  vertiginous 
Vapours,  Hydrocephalous  Giddinefs  or  Swimming  of  the 
Head,  Epileptick  Fits,  Flowing  of  the  Gall,  Stoppage 
of  Urine,  Ulcers  in  the  Womb  and  Bladder;  with 
many  other  Diftempers,  net  hitherto  diftinguifhed  by 
Name.

Seventhly ,  and  lajlly ,  My  Pulvis  Vermifugus ,  or  yf/r- 
tiverrnatick  Powder ,  brings  up  the  Rear,  fo  famous  for 
killing  and  bringing  away  all  Sorts  of  Worms  incident 
to  human  Bodies,  breaking  their  complicated  Knots 
in  the  Duodenum,  and  dilfolving  the  phlegmatick  Cru¬ 
dities,  that  produce  Anthropophagous  Vermin.  It  has 
brought  away,  by  Urine,  Worms,  as  long  as  the  Tfoy- 
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pole  in  the  Strand ,  when  it  flourifh’d  in  its  primitive 
Prolixity,  though,  I  confefs,  not  altogether  To  thick. 
In  fhort,  ’tis  a  fpecifick  Catholicon  for  the  Cholick, 
expels  Winds  by  Eru£fation,  or  otherwife  ;  accelerates 
Digeftions,  and  creates  an  Appetite  to  a  Miracle* 

I  dexteroufly  couch  the  Cataradf  or  SufFufion,  ex¬ 
tirpate  Wens  of  the  greateft  Magnitude,  clofe  up  Hair- 
Lips,  whether  treble  or  quadruple;  cure  the  Polypus 
upon  the  Note,  and  all  fcrophulous  Tumours,  Can¬ 
cers  in  the  Bread:,  Noli  me  tangereSy  St.  Anthony’ %  Fire, 
by  my  new  invented  Unguentum  Antipyreticumy  Excref- 
cences,  or  fuperfluous  Flefh  in  the  Mouth  of  the  Blad¬ 
der,  or  Womb  ;  I  take  the  Stone  from  Women  or 
Maids,  without  cutting. 

I  have  Steel-Trufles,  and  Inftruments  of  a  new  In¬ 
vention,  together  with  never-failing  Medicines  and 
Methods  to  cure  Ruptures,  and  knit  the  Peritonaeum. 
And  here  I  cannot  forbear  to  communicate  an  ufeful 
Piece  of  Knowledge  to  the  World,  which  is,  that  which 
the  learn’d  FillipanduSy  in  his  excellent  Treatife,  De 
congrubilitate  materia  primes ,  cum  confejjione  Auguftana , 
I  take  a  Rupture  to  be  a  Relaxation  of  the  natural  Ca¬ 
vities,  at  the  Bottom  of  the  cremafter  Mufcles.  But 
this,  en  pajfanty  I  forge  all  myfelf ;  nay,  my  very  Ma¬ 
chines  for  fafe  and  eafy  drawing  of  Teeth  and  obfcure 
Stumps.
